Directions for Setting Up Mailing Boxes—New Style. 


Moisten the corners a few minutes before using. Then with a small brush ruba 
little glue into the slot and also on the ends where dovetailed. Place the bottoms in 
the grooves and bend the piece around, driving the ends together with a small ham- 
mer or mallet. If one gets accidentally broken it can be easily nailed with short 
wire nails.
